The "foi;eign press Is spreading false 
reports regarding the sinking of the 
Ancona. The incident occurred as fol- 
io ws: 

Our submarine llrcd one shot before 
the steamer's prow, whereupon the 
steamer lied at full speed In compli- 
ance with orders from the Italian au- 
thorities, which states that ships shall 
llee or sink the submarine. 

The submarine pursued the steamer 
and continued firing. The steamer 
stopped only after it had been hit sev- 
eral times. Tho submarine then al- 
lowed the passengers and crew 45 min- 
utes in which to abandon the steamer, 
on which panic reigned. However. 
only the small boats were lowered and 
these wore occupied principally ny the 
crew. A great number of boats— prob- 
ably sunicient to have saved all the 
passengers— remained unoccupied.

If any passengers lost their Uvea 
this was tho fault of the crew, because 
the steamer tried to escape when it 
was ordered to stop, and oven then tho 
crew only saved themselves, leaving 
the passengers. 

Foreign press reports that the sub- 
marine fired on the lifeboats are in- 
ventions. When the steamer stopped 
the submarine ceased firing. 

Rome. Nov. 16.— The Italian govern- 
ment issued' tho following statement 
regarding the sinking of the Italian 
liner Ancona: 

"Tho Ancona did not attempt to es- 
cape, but stopped within a short dis- 
tance after the firing of the first shell. 
The liner was torpedoed while boats 
wuro being lowered and 100 passen- 
gers were still on hoard. 

"The submarine being German, Ger- 
many has opened hostilities against 
Italy without a declaration of war."

Mr. Churchill put full rdsponslblllty 
for the disastrous Antwerp expedi- 
tion upon Lord Kitchener, the secre- 
tary of state for war, nnd, the French 
government. ^ [ 

TJio former first lord | of the ad- 
miralty also denied personal responsi- 
bility for tho Dnrdanollcai enterprise. 
"Tho proposition to aenil nn expedi- 
tion to tho Dardauollea to open up 
the way to Constanllnoplo was pro- 
foundly, maturely and elaborately con- 
sidered," declared Mr. Ch'urchlll. 
' It had been chargcdl that Mr. 
Churchill acted too qulclkly and too 
much upon his own Inltlnllve In Bentjl- 
ing tho expeditions to Antwerp and 
tho Dardaueiles. 

As to thii Antwerp enterprise, Mr. 
Churchill said: 

"The idea of sending a rellevlnig 
army to save Antwerp firom capture 
by the Germans originated with Lord 
Kitchener and the French goverii- 
niont. That tho expedition arrived 
too late to saye tho Belgian city Wflla 
not my fault." ' i 1 

Mr. Churchill declaredi that he al- 
ways consulted the llrsti sea lord of 
tho admiralty before makhig any ofll- 
clal move. 

following Churchlirs sensational 
speech Sir Arthur Markham made tho 
most violent attack on Earl Kltchcntor 
yet heard, 

Markham told members of the com- 
mons' ho was convinced Kitchener 
was responsible for both' tho Antwerp 
and Dardanelles "blunders," and that 
he also was guilty ot wlltWioldlng lin- 
formatlon. "I am convinced," added 
Sir Arthur, "that while Kitchener, who 
accepts no advice, remains at the iVar 
olllce wo will not win thb war." 

"1 think I ought not to leave tho 
country without referring to certain 
Incidents at tho admiraUy in the di- 
rection of the war which occurr^ed 
during my period at the admiralty," 
said Mr. Churchill. , ;

ORCHIDS CURIOUS PLANTS 

By E. VAN BENTHUY8EN. 
Orchlde are curious plants, even tho 
Bimplest orchids of tho endogenous 
type, which bolong to tho snmo group 
as lilies, palms arid grassea but differ- 
ing in their showy, highly-colored llow- 
erfl of diverse shapes, Posalbly there 
Is no flower admired more and under- 
stood less. 

The known Bpeclea of orchids num- 
ber G,O0O, which are Included in 400 
genera. The diligent search that has 
been made for these plants In every 
country In the world for cultivation 
purposes and on account of their groat 
beauty Is undoubtedly responsible for 
the great number of known varletlefl. 
Some of the orchids are terrestrial 
—that Is, they grow with their roots 
in the ground— but tho greater number 
are epiphytes— "air plants"— growing 
on trees and shrubs, but receiving no 
nourishment from them. 

It is a strango fact that orchids 
while supposed to grow In tropical 
climates on4y aro grown — beautiful 
specimens of them — in the neighbor- 
hood of snow.

cultivation have developed leading to 
tlio separation of orchids in three 
kinds of greenhouses, according to 
temperatures maintained In them — hot 
hoUBCs, temperate houses and cold 
houses. 

There are some artificially produced 
hybrids, wonderful creations In shape, 
which differ greatly from both parents. 
On account of tho difficulty of their 
production these beautiful plants com- 
mand fabulous prices. Thousands ol 
dollars have been paid for beautiful 
opecimcns. Once created, however, 
these hybrids may be propagated in- 
dotinltely by dividing tho root-stock 
as It grows; this permanently enriches 
tho collection of conservatories. 

A now orchid, tho Marle-Odlle, the 
nun orchid, is a dainty white blossom 
and Is extremely rare. It is hero pic- 
tured.
